Our interest in the cemeteries of 
this county has extended over a 
period of many years. 
Of all the 
burial grounds that we have mapped 
and studied, however, the Evergreen 
cemetery at Gettysburg was for us 
the most interesting. 
Perhaps this 
is due, in great part, to the fact 
that after this cemetery was opened 
in 1854, many families and churches 
moved their dead from old neglected 
churchyards to the new cemetery. 
It is not our desire to pose as au­ 
thorities on the subject of church­ 
yards, but we do feel that we can 
write a short history of the local 
cemetery and give brief glimpses into 
the lives of a few outstanding people 
who lie there.

The erosion control exhibit put on

: In getting the strips exactly on the 
contour, some odd pieces might be 
seeded down to alfalfa and timothy, 
and with occasional top dressing, 
could be mown for hay for quite a 
few years.

come more erosion-conscious, m any 
more will probably give up the idea 
of large fields of one crop on rolling 
land. Laying out the strips on con­ 
tours can be done with sufficient 
accuracy by any careful, intelligent 
farm er who will take the trouble to 
sight them in with a carpenter’'; 
level or hand level. The carpenter's 
level can be bolted to a stake and 
equipped with sights if one wishes to 
do a really accurate job.
